to lie in state in the rotunda of the capitol were 
abandoned. 


It is understood, the plans for private services 


were in accordance with the wishes of the former" 
president. 


Dr. Beach was formerly the Wilson pastor. He 


conducted the services for the first Mrs. Wilson in 
1914, and also presided at the wedding of Miss 
Eleanor Wilson to William G-. McAdoo. 


The officiating pastor over Wednesday's serv- 


ices will be Eev. James Taylor, of Central Presbyter- 
ian church. 


Intimates of the Wilson family said, however, 


that it was entirely unlikely that the permanent rest- 
ing place of the former president would be in the na^ 
tional cathedral. 


Final interment, they said, would take place in 


one of four places—Arlington National. Cemetery, 
overlooking the Potomac, at Princeton, N. J., at 
Staunton, Va., or at Charleston, S. C., where the for- 
mer president's parents are buried. 


Only the simplest of ceremonies will be observed 


throughout, it was revealed late this afternoon. 


The military escort will be confined to eight sol- 


diers, eight sailors and eight marines, to be desig- 
nated by the secretaries of war and navy, and these 
service men also will act as body bearers. 


The president and Mrs. Coolidge and the chief 


. justice and Mrs. Taft will be at both the home serv- 
lices and the cathedral services. 


Bishop Freeman announced that the body of the 


| ex-president probably would be buried permanently 


j under the main aisle of the national cathedral after it 
has lain for a short time in the crypt.

*-' count book to see where they stand. Results are encouracing. 
Only -wheat and hog fanners and cattlemen of the ran^e have suffered 
heavy losses, according to the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural foundation. 


Corn, cotton, lambs and butter are selling from 50 to 100 per cent 


above the pre-war level. 
Butter, cheese and whole milk prices all 


show a yearly Increase over those of 1922. 
Milk aTeraged nearly 50 


cents a hundred higher, cheese from 5 to 7 cents higher on the Chicago 
mnrket, and 92 score butter started at 12 cents higher last January and 
has held above 1922 prices. 


Corn prices are soaring. The upward trend reached Us height la 


October when No. 2 jellow corn sold for several days on the Chicago 
market at $M4. It" Is not likely that October's high price will be 
duplicated, still there isn't much evidence of any cheap corn from the 
1823 crop. 


Poultrymen made money In 1923, but not as much as they made 


two years ago, due to e^anslon of production. Egg production increased 
4 per cent last year. Receipts of dressed poultry jumped a good 22 per 
cent. Prices are working lower, but the profit margin of the poultry 
dollar still measures above the average of most farm products. 


For two years corn belt cattle feeders have been working at a 


profit. Corn and feeder cattle hare been cheap, beef cattle high. Good 
steers at Chicago during 1923 averaged $10.06 per hundred against 
$8.8G the first eight months of 1922. Range cattle did not fare so welL 
Feeder cattle are selling low, even those that go as beef. 


Oats are down when compared to corn. Still the producer Is wort- 


Ing at a reasonable profit. Hay brought higher prices than In 1922. 


King Cotton is up. For three years there have been short crops, 


In spite of higher prices, Increased acreage and an ever-increasing de- 
mand- The bbll weevil Is taking its toll. The potential cotton area 13 
40,000,000 acres, half of which Is situated In regions unfavorable to the 
weevil. Here the loss is light and farmers of this area are making 
handsome profits. 


Wheat and hogs are two laggards to farm prosperity. Curtailment 


In hog production has been started, though the results will not be felt 
until some time next summer, as both the spring and fall pig crops are 
large. 
AVheat growers, t<">o, have declared f»r a substantial reduction 


program. The price pendulum promises to gradually swing to the o'her 
extreme, but the upward trend of the wheat market may not take effect 
tefore 1925.
